The Oldest Mariner

About two years ago David Clark, KB6TAM., 
started out from San Francisco to attempt to be the 
oldest man to circumnavigate the world. Currently 
he expects to be back to Fort Lauderdale in May 
2001. You can check him out on the Seafarers nets 
on 14.313 or 14.300 MHz. He asked MDARC to 
help keep him in touch. Here is a update on his 
progress.

“Mollie Milar” when she arrived Port Moresby, 
and after the Royal Papua Yacht Club repainted her 
just before her departure. 


Lynda, David’s XYL, Reports: 


David departed Port Moresby on Sunday 7/16, and 
we did not hear from him for a couple of days 
because he was unable to communicate via ham 
radio. On Tuesday 7/18 a message came to me via 
his Orbcom/Magellan handheld unit saying “Can’t 
hear ham, going into Torres Straits.” And on 7/20 
another message saying “Just out of Torres, now 
on way to Mauritius. Send Reply.” Messages were 
being sent, but for some reason he was not able to 
pick them up. However, he kept sending messages 
anyway. On 7/22 the following message was sent: 
“Broken wind vane, going to Gove, Australia.” 
NOTE: The shaft of the wind vane was originally 
damaged (and welded) when David was in Cabo 
San Lucas on his maiden voyage from Californa to 
Florida. He uses it about 99% of the time and it 
works excellently. He certainly did not want to 
continue on to Mauritius without it. David faxed 
mea message saying “I think it’s the best gear made 
and I see them all over the world. My advise to the 
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cruisers is ‘don’t leave home without it’. 


Although David was unable to make radio contact 
with the Pacific Seafarer’s net after he left New 
Guinea, the ham operators who had been patching 


telephone calls for us over the past few months 
have hung in there with us and have continued to 
assist us as much as possible. On 7/20 an email 
came from John Thomas who had picked David up 
on “Tony’s Net” out of NZ. He gave me David’s 
position and passed the information on to the 
Seafarer’s Net. He has continued to keep us 
updated on David’s position and pass on messages. 
Also has been arranging a corridor of communica- 
tions to other Nets letting them know that David 
will be in their area, so that they can listen for him. 


David arrived Gove, Australia Tues. 7/26 and was 
warmly received. He is anchored at the Gove 
Yacht Club. A phone call told me he has now had 
the shaft of the wind vane welded and has the radio 
back working. As usual there are other small 
repairs, such as getting the sail to the sailmaker for 
reinforcements, etc. He plans to leave next Mon or 
Tues. We want to thank all the ham operators 
again for their constant vigil over “Mollie Milar” 
and all the other cruising sailors. Also, we would 
like to thank Peter Goodwin, Commodore at Port 
Moresby Royal. Papua Yacht Club for providing 
David with an EPIRB before he left New Guinea. 
(For those who don’t know-it is a signaling device 
that gives your position should you be in an 
emergency situation).
